B. G, Thomas is a big nominator. Among his 
representatives, which are by Himyar and Vic- 
tory, are youngsters out of Dixietta, Astolat, 
Hazem, Sis Himyar and Queen Ban. Charles 
Reed, the head of the Fairview Stud, relies upon 
St. Blaise, Exile, Miser and Cheviot as sires. 
Among the dams are Woodflower, Emma, Net- 
tie’s last, Glencairn and Rebound. Gideon & 
Daly depend almost entirely upon His Highness, 
whose produce are from Luminary, Carrie C., 
Early Blossom and Rosa H. Two of their 
youngsters are by Ludwig, one of which is 
out of Tarentella. James B. Haggin is the 
largest contributor, his string claiming Dare- 
bin, Golden Garter, Goldfinch, Islington, (broth- 
er to Isinglass), Midlothian, Sir Modred, Water- 
cress, Teuny and Tyrant as sires. Among the 
matrons are Herondelle, Yum Yum, Connemara, 
Cachuca, Explosion, Firenzi, Carriosima, Miss 
Woodford, Blithesome. Ethel, Faux Pas, Rose- 
mary, Sweotbriar, Trade Dollar, La Favorita, 
Starlight and Maid Marian. S. Sanford & Sons 
are responsible for a small but select party 
Among their entries are youngsters by Laure- 
ate-La Tosca: Potomac— Viola ; Potomac— 

Lavinia Belle; Potomac— Aranza, and Potomac 
—Kitty Clark. 

A. H. and D. H. Morris rely entirely upon St. 
Florian as a sire. Milton Young nominates 
youngsters by Strathmore, Esther aud Han- 
over. Among the dams are Leap Frog, Maori, 
Aurania, Black Maria and Reclare. W. H. 
Forbes has a baker’s dozen by Meddler, while 
August Belmont depends principally upon 
Rayon d’Or. Among the matron are Bliss, 
Felicia, Feu Follet, Fides, Lady Margaret, Her 
Grace and Toscana. The Oneck Stable has one 
entry, by G. W. Johnson — Fanny Elsslqr. Gal- 
way’s half a dozen nominations are by his two 
favorites, Belvidere and Linden. The dams in- 
clude Madge Stuart, Elhhorn Lass, Gleam and 
Adele. Clay & Woodford’s stud is represented 
by Hindoo and Sir Dixon. Among the mares 
are Cherry Blossom, LaEsmeralda, Ricochet 
and Brambaletta. Five of E. J. Baldwin’s 
nominations are by Emperor of Norfolk^ while 
Gano is responsible, for the remaining entry. 
Clara D, Dolly L and Chloe A are three of the 
dams. Lucien O. Appleby has a string of 
twenty, all by Knight of Ellerslie, The most 
prominent mares are Miss Primrose, Lizzie 
Pickwick, Miss Clemency, Moss Rose (Henry of 
Navarre’s dam). Diadem and Aquilon.

It 
must be made cleaner and stronger before the 
racing public will swallow the Jockey Club’s 
decision against Grannan— and indecision 

against some more folks. 

There’s superficial advocacy of the Jockey 
Club's recent “raise the weights” action in the 
west. It goes to the point of telling that Secre- 
tary Hopper favors it aud has graded the scale 
to its standard for the benefit of the Turf Con- 
gress meeting to be held next month. All such 
talk ought to be “rot.” It probably is. The 
scale of weights are all right except that 3 lbs. 
in October and 5 lbs. in November should be 
added to the two-yeir-old weights. The talk 
about a raise in the scale increasing the crop of 
jockeys is all bosh. The jockey who cannot fit 
into the scale is a has been. The useful aetor 
in every line of business fits himself mentally and 
physically to the conditions of his business. If 
the scale was raised to 150 pounds there would 
still be a band of overweights over its edge 
shouting for a new deal. There is no need of a 
geueral raise in the weights for jockey purposes 
no matter what plaints the superficial scream- 
ers make.
